6. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to appoint a special police officer for night service in 
Lancaster village, for the ensuing year. 

7. To see if the town will vote to build a walk through 
Centennial Park, from Main street to the school house, and 
raise the money therefor. 
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8. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the care and sale of the Town Histories. 

9. To see what instructions the town will give the 
selectimen concerning the collection of the rent that is due on 
the school lots. 

10. To see if thetown will vote to exempt fron taxa- 
tion the one-half of the Masonic Temple and Town Hall 
that is owned by North Star Masonic Corporation. 

11. Tosee if the town will vote to raise a sufficient 
sum of money to pay for one-half of the cost of the seats, 
scenery, and dining room furniture of the new Masonic 
Temple and Town Halli. 

12. To see what action the town will take as to the 
building of a new, or repairing of the old, bridge across the 
Connecticut river between Lancaster and Guildhall, and 
raise such sums of money as may be necessary to carry out 
any vote that may be passed. 

13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the fol- 
lowing highway: that leading from the house of Mrs. Susan 
M. Morse, by the M. O’Donnell farm, to Asa J. King’s. 

14. ‘To see if the town will vote to buy a team for the 
use of the town, and raise the money therefor. 

15. To see if the town will vote to buy a burying 
eround for dead animals, and raise the money therefor. 

16. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to settling any dispute which may exist as to the location of 
the highway near the Whidden office building, at the north 
end of the bridge over Israel’s river on Main street. 

17. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to repairing or discontinuing the highway leading from the 
south line of James Connor’s farm to Frank Smith’s barn. 

18. ‘To see if the town will vote to ratify the lease of the 
Lancaster House plot dated May 29, 1900, and acknowledged 
May 31, 1900, given by the selectmen of the Town of Lan- 
casted to Lauren B. Whipp, owner of the equity of redemp- 
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tion in said property, to take the place of the original lease 
which is lost and the record of which is burned. 

19. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to lay out and construct a good and sufficient sidewalk of con- 
crete or other suitable material on Water street, in said vil- 
lage of Lancaster. 

20. To see if the town will vote to buy a one-half 
interest in the Whitcomb Lot and add it to the Masonic and 
Town Lot, and raise the money therefor.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


In making our report to the taxpayers of the transactions 
of the town business for the year, we are changing a little 
the old style, and shall try to so classify the several depart- 
ments and explain the whys and wherefores that every one 
who cares to read may know all about it. Perhaps the 
change will not be appreciated, but it will serve its purpose 
if it conveys what we intend it should. 


VALUATION. 


The valuation table follows and presents quite an inter- 
esting study. ‘The total increase over 1899 was, in round 
numbers, $100,000, being almost entirely on bank stock and 
money at interest, stock in trade and real estate, in the vil- 
lage school district. By comparing the two years, as given 
in the table, it can readily be seen just what the exact figures 
are. This increase was nearly all caused by obliging a 
return of the inventories as directed by vote of the town and 
the laws of the state:

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The bonds become due, $2000 every Jan. Ist, and bear 
an interest of 4 per cent., payable semi-annually. The old 
notes, at 4 per cent., we took up in January, and gave new 
ones at 3 per cent., the interest being paid to Jan. 1, or 
later. ‘To the above debt might be added the ‘‘shoe shop”’ 
liability of $1000, but until it has been used for that purpose 
we can hardly consider it a debt.

PROPERTY OWNED BY TOWN. 

Under the heading of ‘‘unavailable assets,’’ it has been 
customary to put in a lot of property with more or less of a 
fictitious value attached, and then take the amount of such 
values from the debt of the town, to get.the ‘‘net liability.” 
This property is owned by the town, it is true, but is not for 
sale, and if it was, whether it would sell for what it is valued 
is a question.

HIGHWAYS. 


For an itemized account of the money expended on high- 
ways, read the road agent’s reports. This is one of our 
heaviest expenses, and seems to be a yearly occurrence. No 
one can be blamed, as probably each road agent does the 
best he can with the money. Somme approved method should 
be adopted and then work by it each year. This drawing, 
year after year, of sand and dirt and spreading it on the 
hilly roads, to be washed off by the first heavy rain storm, 
is, or should be, about ‘‘played out.’’? Rock and gravel 
would be much better, but there we are again. Gravel, 
except ina part of the east district, is a pretty scarce article, 
and where it can be found at all, is very expensive, on account 
of the distance it has to be drawn. Stone, however, abounds 
and some time a portable crusher will be considered. Another 
source of expense are the culverts. These have been con- 
structed mainly of plank or drain tile. The first rot out 
quickly, and being covered with earth, cannot be examined, 
and, therefore, are a constant menace to safety in traveling, 
while the latter, filling up with sand and ice, burst and have 
to be replaced very frequently. Of the two, plank is pre- 
ferable. Stone where used and properly constructed, seems to 


My 
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have been much more satisfactory in all respects, viz., not much 
more expensive than tiling, does not break nor rot out, and 
if looked after and cleaned out will last almost forever. It 
may be well to consider this point in future construction of 
culverts. Stone is a natural and permanent road builder. 
The amount actually expended on the roads, as reported 
inthe several items last year was $9044.74; this year it 
ainounts to $5181.49, an increase of $136.75. This increase 


and large amount can be accounted for by the unusually heavy 
snow storms the last of February and the first of March. 
The breaking of the roads for these two storms cost:

Then the cost of the new construction on Richardson 
street was $85. Several new bridges had to be put in in the

LANCASTER BRIDGE. 


This is a tender topic, and yet is probably discussed as 
much, if not more, than any other town affair. Last March 
the town voted to raise the sum of $500 and join the Con- 
necticut Valley Lumber Co., who agreed to put ina lke 
sum for the purpose of making certain repairs on the bridge, 
to the end that the pier on the Lancaster side might be re- 
moved, and instructed the selectmen to carry out the project. 
It was dorie—the money expended—with the result that the 
pier still remains under the bridge. It’s too common a story 
to repeat, every manin town knows all about it. The 
bridge is old, rotten and had been patched up to the extent 
that it was a dangerous thing to handle. It never ought to 
have been attempted. We can see that now, but the bridge 
men said it could be done; the town so voted and the 
experiment was tried. Jan. 26, 1901, after a thorough 
inspection by Charles P. Richardson of Groveton, who re- 
ported it unsafe and practically beyond repairs, we closed 
the bridge to travel and now refer the matter to the voters of 
the town for adjustment. ‘The cost of the repairs as made by 
the town and lumber company were:

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SIDEWALKS. 

A new concrete walk has been laid from Cummings’ 
store through Elm street to Water street, agreeably to vote 
of town. In our opinion this is a precedent in sidewalk 
building that will be followed. It is curbed with 18-inch 
granite on both sides, is 6% feet wide, and was raised above 
the roadbed from 6 to 10 inches. The driveways are all oval 
on top, and laid in regular crossing concrete. The conicret- 
ing was done under a five years’ guarantee. The cost of the

SEWERS. 


Working on the regular sewer system plan as adopted 
several years ago, extensions were put in on Pleasant street, 
440 feet; on Winter street, 150 feet; up Sand Hill, anda 
short piece on Wolcott street, 50 feet. We hope the one up 
Sand Hill will meet a ‘“‘long felt want,’’? and prevent, sub- 
stantially, the washing that has occurred there so frequently; 
four catch basins were put in, two about half way up, which 
take the water into the Elm street sewer, and two at the 
foot of Soldiers’ Park, which take the water down into the 
sewer back of J. C. Hunter’s. As observed last fall all 
worked well, but this spring will prove its true value. The 
cost:

BREAKING ROADS. 

Bills for breaking roads have heretofore been paid in part 
by the selectmen andthe balance by the road agents and 
charged off under four accounts. This year each road dis- 
trict is charged with the actual amount of money expended 


by its agent, whether for repairing or breaking roads, build- 
ing culverts and bridges, etc., so that the expense of each 
district can be ascertained. 


CULVERTS. 

In accordance with the vote of the town, a stone culvert 
was put in across Indian brook on North Main street, and 
also one across the brook near Coos Junction, in accordance 
with the selectimen’s ideas. The latter place in particular 
has been a pretty expensive affair tor years. In 1897 it was 
repaired with three lines of drain tile, at a large expense; in 
1898-9 it was washed out several times, and last spring it 
was damaged twice, so we concluded that it would be 
cheaper in.thé¢ long run to put in a stone structure of ample 
dimensions to allow the water to flow through. The two are 
almost identical, being constructed in a very substantial 
manner, i. e., the bottom being rubbled 18 inches below the 
bed of the brook, the walls laid up 3% on the bottom to 2% 


feet on top, and covered with split granite 12 inches thick, 
leaving an opening four feet square and 50 feet long. We 
believe they will stay. The cost was as follows:

That the town purchase a piece of land, somewhere 
within a mile or two of the village, for the burial of dead an- 
imals. As now managed they are disposed of anywhere it 
happens to be the inost convenient; usually left on top of the 
eround, and in nearly every instance where it is a nuisance 
to some one.

To the Selectmen: 

The accounts of the overseer are quite light this year and 
cannot fail to be pleasant reading to the taxpayers. There’ 
are several reasons that ight be given as contributing to 
this result, viz: The small number of poor who have re- 
ceived assistance; the better ‘‘times,’’ whereby all who would 
could work; less sickness among the poor people, and, possi- 
bly something may be laid to the Overseer.

To get the above net cost I have deducted that expended 
for Joseph Colby, as the real estate deeded by him to the town 
has been sold for $225 and the hay for $22, making $247;

$52.59, cost of this year, and he still has a credit of $139.15 
to apply on future support. ‘This brings the net actual cost 
of the town poor down to $346.42. 

It is also proper for the overseer to state that Samuel 
S. McDonald has taken a deed of his farm from the town,

paying therefor $295.95, and is thus relieved of all. obliga- 
tions to the town for his past support. 3 

J. B. Hardy and wife, who have for the past ten or 
more years, been violently opposed to the county alms house, 
were removed to that institution last November. They re- 
port everything as perfectly satisfactory and that they are only 
sorry they had not gone sooner. ‘They are certainly much 
more comfortable than they could possibly have been made 
here, and the county is relieved of a large expense. 

The totals of the town and county bills last year were 
$3,245.97; this year $1,725.12, a reduction of $1,520.85. 

As usual all town bills are paid up to Feb. 15, 1901.
